Wallace Will Buy Eggs 
to Aid Producers 

ECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE 

WALLACE says the federal gov- 
ernment is going to buy eggs in or- 
der to remedy what he describes 
as a sharp drop in recente weeks 
in the wholesale and farm prices 
of eggs. The surplus eggs taken 
from the market, he says, will be 
distributed among persons on relief. 
Agriculture department reports, 
however, show there is no surplus, 
and one department spokesman 
said the government would buy few, 
if any eggs, providing farm and re- 
tail prices moved toward each oth- 
er. 


Mr. Wallace says the purchases |* 


will be financed under a unique 
provision inserted in the agricultur- 
al adjustment act by congress in 
August, 1935. This hands Wallace 
30 per cent of all customs receipts 
“for agricultural purposes,’’ or 
about $100,000,000 each year. The 
fund has already been used this 
season to keep up prices of grape- 
fruit, pears and onions.
